Describes 
His City. 


DRIVING POWER 


AND THE DRISHEEN, 


From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Monday. 
OW should a Dublin man Jook at Cork; 
H and what will Cork think of him after 
he has looked? These two questions 
troubled me as [took my seat in the evening 
express at Kingsbridge, just oe out on a 
four-hour journey down to Cork’s “own 
town,” as they call it themselves. Later I 
found out to my great relief that to Cork 
men it does not matter one whit. what a 
Dublin man thinks about Cork; for they 
have so many opinions about their own city 
that there is no room for others. 

When passing through the ticket-barrier 
at Kingsbridge f had a peculiar feeling about 
my Cork visit which cannot be described as 
happy, and, to cheer myself up, I bought a 
aper that deals with the lighter side of life. 
i never read that paper; some Cork porter 
did, perhaps; for Í was hearing more in- 
teresting things than have been printed in 
most apers. 

It happened in this way. When I had 
settled myself in a corner seat and looked at 
other travellers, I found that there sat oppo- 
site 1o me & man who, by an accent that 
turned up at the end, told me more quickly 
than words can tell that he was going to 
eccupy that seat until Cork was reached. 
Having complimented myself on great Juck in 
having a Corkman to talk with, I engaged 
him in conversation. “' Engaged ” is hardly 
the correct word; for he talked the most, just 
what 1 wanted, and about Cork, too. 

DUBLIN’S MISTAKES. 

Dublin people who go to Cork, he told me, 
see it largely from an excursion football train. 
They are planted at Glanmire Station about 
midday on Sunday; they cheer a football 
team (noisy people, those Dubliners), and 
they leave Cork m a mood that depends on 
whether the Dublin team wins or loses. As 
a Dublin man, 1 found it hard to stomach 
these. remarks, and I set them down now 
completely devoid of personal feeling. The 
declared that he had no 

prejudices, but ‘“‘ give him 
Cork every time.” Imagine the spectacle 
of a humble reporter praising Dublin 
before that Corkman, who could roll words 
and phrases off his jips like so much butter 
off a hot plate. My friend, I take it, was the 
average type of Cork inhabitant, who takes 
an active interest in civic administration and 
general local affairs. The train was nearing 
Maryborough when we exchanged names. It 
may sound funny, but Corkmen are never 
happy when mewspapermen are close by, and 
for that reason my friend remained blissfully 
unaware that he was talking to a Pressman 
on the exact subject which interested him. 

“Cork, or Corcaige, the Irish name,” said 
my friend, “means ‘the place of the marsh, 
or ships.” The city is built mainly on piles. 
and is reputed to have more underground 
streams and rivers than any city in the 
world. Patrick street once was a river, until 
they diverted the water and filled in the 
Channel. A few years ago foundations of 

ertain houses began to sink, and the Cor- 
poration had to spend some. thousands of 
pounds to strengthen them. It is stated that 
Corporation émployés who work at clearing 
these rivers can go down at one end of the 
city and up at the other—that is, of course, 
if they do not lose their way. 

He told me that Cork had been the cockpit 
of many wars away back in the past. This 
I knew before, but to hear a Corkman relate 
the tales of sturdy invaders, landing on the 
hanks of the river Lee, and driying the local 
people before them, is nothing short of a 
treat. Attacks and invasions were as regular 
in those days as the calling of Atlantic liners 
at Cobh to-day, but my friend got slightly 
mixed in his historical facts, and he was un- 
able to tell me whether the Normans, Danes 
or English were in possession of the city 
when the invasions ceased. He thinks that 
the Spaniards held the day. 

A GREAT PORT. 

‘Cork became a great port and for this 
reason. She had the fastest clippers in the 
world, and these went trading to the West 
Indies and other distant lands. English ships, 
strange though it may seem, could not touch 
ours for speed, and so English merchants 
used to bring their goods to Cork for ship- 
ment in the Cork clippers to the ports where 
we traded. They were made to pay well for 
that facility. Cork, you see, was then a free 
port. One thing I will say. Belfast can 
build ships to-day; but it takes Corkmen to 
sail them. ”' 

He told me many other incidents in Cork's 
history referring, of course, to the famous 
Committee of Management which “ ran ” the 
city for nearly eighty years. and later formed 
the nucleus of the present Chamber of Com- 
merce. Then he came down to the present 
time. He told me that her tractors are seen 
in every country in the world, so is her 
batter, She carries a good export trade, and 
generally is moving with the times. 

He would not have been a Corkman, good 
and true, in my opinion if he had not 
referred to the emigration of Corkmen to 
Dublin to preside over the affairs of State. 
“I went to a pantomime in Dublin last 
night,” he said, " and heard a comedian ask 
his friend on the stage to direct him to 
Dail Eireann. He was told to ‘take a ticket 
to Cork.” That just shows you what Cork- 
men can do. 

‘In my young days he eontinued 
there was a famous character in Cork who 
never paid his debts. He was supposed to 
be a carpenter, always touting for odd jobs, 
A shopkeeper called him one day and asked 
him to measure the shopdoor and of course 
the carpenter went to it like a man. ‘The 
doorway’ he said ‘is seven feet high and 
four feet wide.’ ‘Well, don’t you think now’ 
said the shopman ‘that it’s big enough to 
let you through to pay that five pound you 
owe me, 

“ Are Corkmon clannish?” I asked with 
some timidity, “Of course, they’re not. 
it’s a case of give a dog a had name and it 
sticks to it. Some commercial traveller per- 
petrated that outrage on Cork, and it has 
lived on since. The Corkman is just the 
same as any other man. You see, there are 
so many Corkmen in every single corner of 
the world that we cannot avoid one another, 
not that we would want to do that.” 

THE DRISHEEN. 

By. this time 1 was gaining confidence in 
myself. I plied him with questions. “ What 
do you call that food which resembles an 
oversize in black puddfmg?” I asked. He 
though for a moment. then “ Yerra. it’s 
(risheens ye have in mind Drisheens have 
kone out of fayour these last few vears, With 
ti! these tinned and packed foods, the women 
of the house can’t find time to cook the good 
ae drisheens. The best thing in the world 
Ol indigestion or slomach complaints. When 
Anything goes wrong with the old people 
they won't have anything but drisheen. It’s 
sold by the foot, too, and not by weight.” 

Afterwards he told me that Cork was the 
hest dressed city in Ireland, but unfor- 
'wnately the peonle have a preference for 
foreign made clothes, which results in much 
unemployment, He told me an amusing story 
shout the Gerdon Highlanders when they 
“ere stationed in Victoria Barracks. The 
Post office authorities maintain a branch 
fice, with one assistant, outside the barrack 
gates, but when the Gordon Highlanders 
vere in Cork so great was the rush to invest 
their pay in savings certificates that three 
“Ssistants had to be employed. 

, We talked about many other things, in- 
“uding the Cork Exhibition, and the building 
‘chemes in contermplation by the Corporation, 
‘nd altogether 1 found my frjend was well 
informed, which, by the way, is a chief 
tharacteristic of these Southern people. Our 
, i was racing through the tunnel entering 
ue city, and we sat quiet. I was trying to 
iall some of the interesting things I had

PREMIUMS PAID BY 
BANK. 


TITLE TO INSURANCE 
MONEY. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Whether a banking company that had paid 
ali the premiums on - mortgaged property 
which subsequently was damaged by fire was 
entitled as mortgagees to the money paid 
by the insurance company was argued in a 
County Cavan mortgage suit of Howe against 
Sheriff. 

The matter arose on a motion moved by 
Mr. J. H. 8. Russell (instructed by Mr. 
Chidley) on behalf of the Ulster Bank, Ltd., 
for an order that the bank. was entitled to a 
of £500 paid by the Sun Insurance Com- 

any in respect of compensation for 
damages by fire to premises in Sv »nlinbar, 
which were subject to a mortgage for an 
overdraft 

The application was supported by affidavits 
made by Mr, W. G. Moore, agent for the 
Ulster Bank in Enniskillen, in which it was 
stated that the mortgage on the premises in 
Swaniinbar, Co. Cavan, had been executed to 
secure an overdraft. As further security an 
insurance policy was effected by Mr. F. 
Sheriff, but Mr. Sheriff subsequeritly 
refused to pay the premiums and the policy 
lapsed. In order to protect their own in- 
terests a new policy was taken out by the 
bank in 1927, and the bank had paid all the 
premiums, none.of which had been charged 
against the defendant in the suit. 

Mr. Russell submitted that the bank was 
clearly entitled to the insurance moneys. 

Mr. Pringle (instructed by Mr. James 
Cooper) on behalf of the plaintiff submitted 
that the money should be lodged by the Lank 
to the credit oí the suit, and relied on ihe 
Section of the Finance Act dealing with the 
insurance of mortgaged: premises by mort- 
gagees in support of his contention. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that it had been 
held in many cases that the mortgagee had an 
insurable interest. in premises in respect of 
which a mortgage existed, as in the present 
case. He thought that it was absolutely 
clear that the bank was entitled to this 
policy money, and he made án order accord- 
mgly. He allowed the bank their costs as 
against plaintiff, the plaintiff to have them 
refunded as part of his costs in the matter. 


PRICE OF PUBLICHOUSES. 
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DIFFICULTY IN. SELLING. 


Liberty to accept an offer of £450 for 
licensed premises in Glanmire, near the City 
of Cork, and an offer of £300 for licensed 
premises at Clogagh, Co. Cork, was sought 
by the Munster and Leinster Bank in a 
mortgage suit, in which they held a mort- 
gace on the two premises, which, it was 
stated, were in the ocenpation of Michael 
Kelleher, the defendant in the suit. 

Mr. W O’B. FitzGerald (instructed ~ by 
Messrs. F. Hall and Son), who appeared for 
the bank, said that his lordship had made an 
order for the sale of the premises by auction, 
but no bid was received for the Glanmire 
premises, while the reserved price was not 
reached in the bidding for the other premises. 

Mr. Justice Jchnsion said thaí these offers 
were very Gonsiderably below the reserved 
price, particularly in the case of the Glan- 
mire premises. 

Mr. FitzGerald referred to an affidavit of 
Mr. M. J. Murphy, auctioneer, Cork, who 
stated that he was conversant with the cur- 
rent prices of licensed premises of the same 
character in the City of Cork, and, in his 
opiition, the offers should be accepted, as it 
was improbable that any higher effers would 
be received, either privately or at a public 
re i 


Mr. dustice Johnston gave the plaintiffs 
liberty to accept the offers. 

In another action brought by a bank in 
regard to licensed premises in Bandon, which 
was adjourned, it was stated by counsel that 
it was almost impossible to dispose of 
licensed premises in Bandon. 
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ALLEGED INFANTICIDE. 


WOMAN SEEKS LEAVE TO APPEAL 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 

SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

An application was made to the Court_ of 
Criminal Appeal on behalf of Christina Rus- 
sell, a young woman, of Kilreash Bridge, 
St. Margaret's, Co. Dublin, for leave to 
appeal from her conviction in the Central 
(Criminal Court, and sentence of death (sub- 
sequently. commuted to penal servitude for 
life), for the alleged murder of her infant on 
the 6th of last September. 

Mr.. R. A. Harrison (instructed by Mr. 
Herman Good) appeared for the applicant ; 
and Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. Charles 
Casey (instructed by the Chief State Solici- 
tor) for the Attorney-General — 

The grounds of the application were that 
the trial judge (Mr. Justice O'Byrne) mis 
directed himself in law in allowing the case 
to go to the jury; that the evidence was in- 
sufficient to prove that the body found was 
that of a murdered child; that the evidence 
was .insufficient to establish the identity of 
the child ‘Thomas Russel],, named in the in- 
dictment, as the child that was found dead 
at Kilreash Bridge on the 6th of last Sept- 
ember ; that the trial judge omitted to direct 
the jury that they might return an alterna- 
tive verdict of manslaughter; and that the 
verdict of the jury was against the weight 
of evidence. ' 

Mr. Harrison, in the course of his opening 
statement,’ submitted that none of the ‘wit- 
nesses who had been examined for the pro- 
secutién at the trial knew how the child that 
had been found had died. He had not con- 
cluded when the Court adjourned until to-

Speakiug at the weekly luncheon meeting 
of the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, Mr. F. 
M. Summerfield, ex-President and Honorary 
Secretary, said that be was beginning to dis- 
like.the Rotary slogan’ of “ Service before 
self’ for no other reason than that they 
appeared to be in danger of accepting it 
merely-as a slogan, and that they were not 
devoting enough thought to that to which it 
conmutted them. 

‘s ‘Service before self ’—service to whom 
excépt the other fellow? Were they,” he 
asked, “ giving that other fellow something 
real and tangible, or were they contenting 
themselves with. verbal statements. of their 
desire to serve him? ”’ 

“Nature had created us,” said Mr. Sum- 
merfield, ‘‘as members of the human family 
or society, and planted in us common in- 
stincts, common impulses. We all feel hurt 
when opinions that we ourselves hold strongly 
are scorned by other people, but how seldom 
do. we transfer the case to ourselves and 
examine the extent of our own guilt. in. in: 
flicting on others, whose nom aré the game 
as. ours.” those very wounds of which we are 
so ready to complain? Matual toleranee is 
essential to mutual respect,.and when we 
have universal mutual respect the world’s 
mischief-makers and agitators will have no 
audience, and bigotries will die of inanition. 


DR. JEKYLL AND MR, HYDE 
PERSONALITIES. 


He was happy to. admit.and-to feel. . Mr. 
Sunimetfield went on, that- at their weekly 
meetings and. various conferences they. saw 
evidence of goed-fellowshin, and that many 
gornuine and lasting friendships between “people 
holding widely different viewson many things, 
owed-their origin to Retary contacts. Buat-could 
they feel .satisfied that all that could. and 
should, -be done within their objects was 
being done, even by the most earnest of 
them, and those who in. each club had the 
direction of its activities’.

“GOD SAVE THE KING.”

HE workings of memory are strange. 
T Sometimes a mati’s memory will seize 
on some quite trivial fact, tuck it 
away, and then show it forth at ‘a fitting 
moment. You will guess that I have a case 
in point. I have. 

Among the new gramaphone records this 
month is one of Weber’s ** Jubel’’ Overture, 
played by the Berlin State Opera Orchestra. 
The name of it recalied a sunny afternoon 
last spring, when the Free State Army No. 1 
Band was performing in the Phenix Park. 
-The programme included this overture, cf 
which I had not previously heard even the 
name. When the band came to that item on 
the programme | thought, as I listened, how 
curious it was that Weber should use. so 
many Irish airs—and then it became plain 
that the music actually played was not 
Weber’s ‘“‘ Jubel” Overture, but one of 
Colonel Brasé's Irish Fantasias. At that I 
felt surprise, | remember, that so methodical 
a man as Colonel Brasé should alter his plan 
to the extent of dropping an item which must 
have been thoroughly prepared with the band. 
or else it would not have been put in a 
printed programme. 

All this came to my mind in detail as ! 
handled the new record. A playing of the 
reeord made what 1 remembered intelligible. 
The overture, as the record reveals, concludes 
with triumphant blaring forth, with brilliant 
flourishes of counterpoint, of the tune, “ God 
Save the King.’’ 

Has Colonel Brasé an unsuspected turn of 
humour that he included the overture in his 
Phenix Park programme’? Who intervened 
and had something else played instead? 

How came ''God Save the King ”’ 
the “‘Jubel.”’ overture? 

“ Jubel,” we may note, is not an opera, 
but: a cantata. In the’ beginning of last 
century musicians were still generally depen- 
dent .on -the patronage of courts and 
aristocrats. If we remember how Beethoven 
himself, usually cited as the example of proud 
independence, hawked his Grand Mass round 
the Royal houses of Europe, we shall 
net be surprised that Weber, when working 
at. Dresden, sought occasions for bringing 
himself to the notice of the Court of Saxony. 
One came in the year 1818, when King 
Frederick William IV. rveachd the fiftieth 
anniversary of his accession to the throne. 
Weber, however, was by no means the only 
composer to take the occasion, and his 
jubilee cantata \.as not allowed a perform- 
ance. - A biography of the composer farther 
tells ma only that he wrote an overture for 
the rejected cantata at a later date, and 
leaves me to guess that. Weber, looking for 
another suitable occasion for the proffering 
of his work, took note of the fact that 
George Ill. in England was approaching a 
jubilee, being due to complete the sixtieth 
year of his reign in 1820. Have we here the 
rg Sg of the joyful declamation of 
"God Save the King, which, as those who 
listen to the new record will note, comes as 
an unprepared and unexpegted coda to the 
** Jubel”’. Overture? 

In the “ Jubel’’ Overture as a whole there 
is such an amount of vigorous and bright 
music that I do not wonder at Colonel 
Brasé s thwarted wish to perform the work in 


the Phoenix Park.

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Owing to increased expconditure under the 
Dublin Poor Law Relief Act, estimates repre- 
senting an advance of 10d. in the pound 
over last year’s -ates. were adopted at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Balrothery Union Com- 
mittee, held in the Boardroom of the Dublin 
County Cotncil. 

Introducing the matter, Mr. P. J. Curran, 
chairman, who presided, said that the 
estimates for the current year would show an 
increase of 1ljd. in the pound on the rate 
payers. - Last vear there had been an under- 
estimate, the sum estimated being £135,032. 
This. year. they. submitted an estimate of 
£18,185, a difference of £5,000. 

Mr. Fogarty said they would find that 
the original .estmate .for. last. year was 
£16,000, and that was reduced by the 
Guardians. That policy of false economy had 
resulted in a deficiency of £2,500. 

Mr. H. M. Dardis proposed that the rate 
be reduced by 1jd. in the pound, making it 
10d.--over -last year, when the figure was 
Zs, 4id. “. 

Mr. Murray seconded. 

The Clerk (Mr. Jenkinson) said that he 
hoped by the end of the year they would 
be able to show a credit balance. 

Mr. Murray. said that, on account of. the 
employment given by the Balbriggan and 
Skerries waterworks, the Guardians thought 
there would have been a reduction in the 
expenditure last year. 

The motion that a rate showing an in- 
crease of 10d. in the pound be. struck was 
adopted. 

BUILDING NOT WORTH TWOPENCE. 

Arising out of a report from Mr. F. P. 
Russell, -Engineer, which stated that the 
occupation .of _Balrothery ‘Workhouse had 
damaged the building to the extent of £20, 

Mr. C. J. Murray said that the County 
Council had also’ done a lot of damage when 
storing material for macadamising the roads. 
The whole building was. not worth tw e. 
He knew of people who were living In North 
Dublin under far worse conditions. 

Mr. Fogarty said that. when the place was 
put up for sale there was not a “ fiver ” bid 
for it. 

The Chairman said that Dr. Healy had 
sent in a report setting out the terrible con- 
ditions under which the people in Balrothery 
Union. were living, and said that something 
should be done to keep the place clean. He 
(Chairman) would be surprised to learn that 
people. were living outside under worse con- 
ditions. | 

No action was taken. | : 

The Clerk. was instricted to find out if 
the Committee would. have power to sell the 
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works at the cemetery, and agreéd that a

THE ECONOMY CAMPAIGN. 


The policy of the Northern Government 


in refusing to adopt the suggestions of 


local authorities to redyce expenditure in 
certain directions was discussed at a 
meeting of the Whiteabbey Unionists 
during the week's end. Mr. F, H, Maclean, 
J.P., president of the men’s association, 
said that there was one argument 
used in connection with Northern govern- 
ment that he could not understand, and 
that was that there was no use in 
Northern Ireland’s saving, or trying to 
cut down diture on social services, 
for the simple reason that the saving finds 
its way into the imperial contribution. 

He did not know what arrangement had 
been made, *‘ but,” asserted Mr. Maclean, 
‘it seems to me a very wrong doctrine to 
preach in times like these.” He added 
that it was very significant that the most 
loyal au ra of the Government—the 
Orange er—had asked that expendi. 
ture should be cut down and that 
resources should be conserved. That, 
commented Mr. Maclean, was a fair indi- 
cation of the general attitude. 

It certainly reflects the opinion of 
numerous county councils, rural district 
councils and other public bodies, as well 
as of the man in the street ; but there may 
be considerations in high finance which 
are not understood by the general com. 
munity. It certainly seems better to keep 
the money at home, if the agreement offers 
that advantage.

STARTLING THE COMMUNITY, 


Another shock has been given to the 
people of Ulster hy the Rey. T. M. John- 
stone, convenor of the General Assembly's 
Committee on Temperance. Some time ago 
Mr. Johnstone deseribed as deplorable—to 
use a mild term-—the evasion of the 
licensing laws on Sundays throughout the 
province, referring particularly to one im- 
portant town which at present is very much 
in the limelight in a happier.way. At a 
meeting in the Assembly Hall, Belfast. 
yesterday, Mr. Johnstone did not mince 
matters, His subject was “ Ulster’s 
Decade of Decay,’’ and he said that during 
the past ten years the twin evils of drink 
and gambling had rocked the province to 
its foundations. 

During the period mentioned it was 
estimated that the drink bill of a million 
and a quarter of impoverished traders and 
workless people amounted to no less than 
£50,000,000, while gambling had cost 
£30,000.000, and with the additional ex- 
pense of police costs, poor relief, asylums, 
workhouses, prisons, etc., the grand total 
would be about £100,000,000. 

The speaker also criticised the pro- 
cramme of the sports meeting of the, Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, held in Belfast last 
July, pointing out that it contained five 
full-page and six half-page advertisements 
of public-houses, and five full-page and 
three half-page advertisements of book- 
makers. 


DECLINE IN POTATO CROP. 


There has been a notable decline in the 
acreage under potatoes in 1930 as compared 
with 1929, while there also has been a de- 
cline in the yield per acre throughout the 
Northern province. The figures are 
iiluminating, and the diminution of land 
under this crop was, no doubt, caused bt 
the slump in potatoes last year. In 1930 
there were 136,294 acres planted, as against 
151,804 acres in 1929, a decrease of 15,110 
acres, and there was also a decrease in the 
yield, the comparative figures being 6.3 
tons per acre in 1930 and 7.4 tons per acre 
in 1929, a difference of fully a ton. The 
total yield for 1930 was 856,435 tons, while 


| for 1929 the crop was 1,124,056 tons.

statute acre 6.4 tons. It will thus be seen 
that 1929 was one of the “ record ” years 
both for total bulk and yield per acre, but,

of cultivation. It is to be hoped that the 
farmers will have a better tale to tell re- 
garding this season’s crop.

“ Kelly’s Lake. x 


Very few anglers have ever fished 
Kelly’s Lake. It is approached from 
Glenmalare valley, down the west side of 
which tumbles a pregipit(us mountain 
stream. a 

Not long ago, having erossed the Glen- 
malure river, Which flows One oí the 
valley, by stepping stones, wed a zig- 
zag path up the initial slope, ascending 
at an angle of about seventy degrees. The 
going was very hard, the path being both 
grassy and slippery, as well as very steep, 
Then began a long trek over wet slimy 
grass and pot-holed heathery ground, up 
the course of the stream. Often ankle 
deep in mud, [I just saved myself from 
falling—and sometimes I failed, Those 
who have tasted cold Wicklow mud ona 
winter's day will agree that it could be 
more pleasant. My ‘perseverence was 
awarded by the sight of a small. black 
lake, about a quarter of a mile long and 
half as wide, lying in a hollow under the 
lofty crest of the Carrawaystick mountain. 
I walked round the lake and surveyed the 
various tiny bays and promotories from tha 
point of view of a fisherman. The bottom 
is rockv, and would preclude the use of 
waders. ecen if one were energetic enough 
to. carry them over two miles of stiff 
mountain going. Anyhow, they would be 
of very little use, since the water deepens 
quickly close to the shore. 

Hearsay has it that on a wild stormy 
day a big basket of half-pounders can be 
had for the catching, and that @ecasion- 
ally an angler, rod and all, disappears. 
Nevertheless, I have decided to give the 
lake a trial this summer and to test the 
tales of the fabulous monsters which are 
said to reside in Kelly’s Lake. 


Evading the Law. 


As late as the early part of the nine- 
teenth century, smuggling in West Cork 
seems to have been anything but a risky 
proceeding. I recently came across an old 
book, “ Retrospect of a Long Life,” by 
Mr. 8. C. Hall, some pages of which pustaiy 
the conelusion. ‘‘ In 1818,” he says, “’ 
was a visitor at a house in the vicinity of 
Castletownshend, “o, Cork. My host was 
a gentleman, high in position and of 
ancient descent.® He was then about the 
most extensive smuggler in Ireiand,. and 
reconciled his. conscience to his calling on 
the ground that he had been heavily fined 
for some comparatively venial offence 
against the revenue laws.” The author 
goes on to recount how, one night, the sons 
of the house took him down to the beach 
to see an actual landing. After describing 
the place as crowded with vehicles of every 
description, which were rapidly filling and 
driving away, he continues: “In a 
picturesque cave sat mine host, a rude 
table, covered with bank notes, before him. 
He was receiving money and giving orders 
for the delivery of tobacco, gin, brandy, tea 
and other commodities, which were un- 
loaded from small boats as they came to 
the shore from a vessel anchored a few 
cables-length off. The next morning 
there was hardly a trace of the proceedings 
of the night. Smugglers, carts, goods and 
customers had vanished.’”’

Regarding an accusation of libel 
he protested: “ If you are going to punish 
a man simply for having a lively fancy, 
I don’t know where you will end.” “ There 
would not be many to punish,”’ remarked 
the judge. Mr. Birrell bowed. “ TI readily 
admit, my lord,”’ said he, “ that not many 
vacancies would be created on the judicial 
bench.’’

It is still a prevalent belief in remote 
country districts that certain persons 
possess the gift of healing diseases by 
touch.

Scrofula, 
known as the ‘‘ King’s evil,” and many 
other skin diseases, were said to yield 
yeadily to this treatment. “ The practice 
of healing by touch seems to have begun 
in England about the time of Edward 
the Confessor, and was carried on by most 
of the succeeding Sovereigns until the 
time of Queen Anne, who was the last to 
perform the ceremony. Henry VII. intro- 
duced the custom of presenting a piece 
of gold to the patient, but Charles I. was 
obliged to economise in this respect, and 
Strange to relate, the 
two monarchs who practised this form 
of faith-healing to the widest extent were 
Charles II. of England and Louis XIV.

a paragon of righteousness. 
The coins, which were specially struck 
and given to patients by the Royal 
healers, are much prized by collectors, 
and the identical touch-piece presented to 
Dr. Johnson as a child by Queen Anne 
can be seen in the British Museum. 

An Trishman from Co. Waterford, Mr. 
Valentine Greatrakes, discovered in 1662 
that he possessed the gift of healing by 
tonch, and was invited by the Earl of 
Orrery to London, where he is said to 
have cured many people. He was greatly 
handicapped, however, by the fact that 
he was unable, like the Royal physicians, 
to present valuable mementoes to his 
patients. and consequently his practice 
did not last for more than a few years.

The heavy scent of eucalyptus oil heralds 
the coming into train or tram of a fellow- 
passenger with a cold in the head. So 
strong is the power of suggestion, as Í am 
inclined to believe, that the smell ts 
probably responsible for the increase of the 
very microbe which it is meant to kill. 

A new and more pleasant use, however, 
for this oil has been found in Australia, 
the land where the gum tree flourishes. 

In. the gold districts of Kalgoorlie, a 
little eucalyptus oil is put into the water 
in which the “ dirt”’ is being quickly 
stirred round. Centrifugal force causes 
the heavy gold particles to adhere to the 
heavy oil at the top, where it is skimmed 
off like black cream. This is put under 
great pressure, from which it emerges like 
a black plate, through which the gold can 
be seen glinting. It is then subjected to 
heat, which, of course, leaves the gold in- 
tact. 

The process has been found so efficacious 
that even the rubbish dumps round the 
mines are being treated, and a considerable 
amount of gold is retrieved from them.

In all this music Mr. Ernest Lush showed 
himself to be a most punctilious accompanist, 
I never remember to have heard an accom- 
panist so dead on the s at every note as 
he was—and not only there, but there with 
the right accent, and perfect completion of 
phrase. Mr. Lush, however, was strictly an 
accompanist, not a partner on anything like 
equal terms. Bonucci plainly ig an individual 
artist, a big man, fit to conterid with an 
orchestra and claim its co-operation in a con- 
certo; he cannot size down to a pianoforte. 
From that point of view the performance of 
the Brahms sonata in E minor could not 
deemed a wholly satisfactory sonata per- 
formance. The work came out as a large- 
size ‘cello solo, with pianoforte accompani- 
ment. That is not what Brahms intended 
Tt was not surprising, however, that Bonucci 
ehose the work, for the ‘cello part in it is 
almost unceasing. The audience, too, though 
not hearing a performance in the true spirit 
of chamber music, was grateful for the 
epportunity given hy the sonata for the 
‘cellist’s noble declamation of beautiful 
strains. Mr. Lash's work at the pianoforte 
was again strikingly adept, but he was com- 
pletely in the shadow of Bonucci's big form, 

The third part of the recital was opened 


with a fine work by the Italian composer, 


Respighi, whose orchestral suites, “The Pines 
of Rome” and “ The Fountains of Rome,” 
are widely known. From the style of the 
pianoforte I guessed that the work played 
yesterday, Adagio e Variazioni, was designed 
for ‘cello and orchestra. It should go into 
the repertory of every virtuoso ‘cellist. The 
remainder of the third group was as follows: 
Ballet, Ariette Oubliée (Debussy) ; Zingaresque 
{(Nachez). Defying the well-known rule at 
the Royal Dublin Society's Recitals, the 
audience demanded and tained an encore 
contribution. The evening concert included 
Dvorak’s Concerto.

SHOTS FIRED. 


_ Mrs. Mary Kate Burke, of Renville, giv- 
ing evidence, said that on the night of De- 
cember 21 last, about a quarter past eleven, 
she was waiting fog the return of her sons, 
Terry and Francis, when she heard shots 
being fired. She rushed to the door, went 
out and heard three more shots, and called 
out, “ What is wrong’? She heard her son 
Francis saying, ‘‘ What have you against 
me? Witness rushed out into the road and 
heard a voice, which she thought was Bernard 
Heavy’s. She asked, '“ What are you going 
to do with my boy? let him go.” “She knew 
Heavy well, and often had heard him speak. 

n January 6 last witness’s son Francis 
gave her a bullet which she gave to the 
Guards. 

Miss Katie Burke, Oranmore, gave evi- 
dence that on the night of December 21 she 
was returning from a dance in Renville with 
Norah Trayers and her sister, Winnie. They 
went to Oranmore, and left, about eleven 
o'clock. At Renville they saw a crowd of 
sixteen or seventeen men on the path. The 
men went towards (Oranmore, and witness 
then heard a voice calling on some one to 
halt. She recognised the voice as Athv's. 
She heard five shots. 

Patrick Trayers, a member of the. card 
party. gave evidence that on their wav home 
they had to pass the house of James Burke. 
of Ovanhill. As they approached it they saw 
a crowd of about fifteen men. A shot was 
fired, and a voice, which he recognised as 
Michael Athy's, called “ Halt!’ The shot 
was fired low. and in the direction of the 
card party. Witness stood and heard an- 
other shot, which was fired in the same direc- 
tion as the first. The same voice again 
called “ Halt!’’ Witness then turned back 
towards Oranmore, and some of the others 
did likewise. More shots were fired. 

Phillip Reilly (124), of Ardfry, said that 
he was with the card players going home. 
Witness saw about fifteen men on the road 
at Oranmore. <A voice called “ Halt!” and a 
shot was fired. Witness ran away. As he 
was running away he heard another shot. 
The shots were not near him. They were 
fired up in the air. :

| CORK, Monday. 
oe EMRERS of the Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives in 
Southern Ireland, at least, have 
threatened to down tools if greater use is 
not made of Irish manufactured articles in 
the erection of houses and business ises.”’ 

This statement was made to-day by Mr. D. 
Hallinan, a member of the Federation, at a 
conference held to-day under the auspices of 
the Cork Industrial Development Association, 
in regard to the importation of shop-fronts, 
slates and other building materials. 

All the interested parties have been invited 
to send representatives, but the builders and 
architects were not represented, and for this 
they were strongly attacked by several 
speakers. 

It was agreed, on the suggestion of the 

acting chairman, Mr. T. wdall, that a 
further conference between the unions, with 
the assistance of Sanator J. C. Dowdall and 
Professor O'Rahilly or Professor Busteed, of 
University College, should be held, and that 
later the Lord Mayor should be requested to 
call a meeting of every party, including the 
builders and architects. 


DIFFICULT QUESTION. 


Mr. D. A. Levie, Secretary of the Royal 
Institute of Architects of Ireland, in a letter 
stated that the question of limitations of 
importation of building materials is a very 
difficult one, affecting those who propose to 
build, the architects, building contractors, 
and workmen. The Cork committee of his 
association, knowing that local trade union 
restrictions were exceedingly irksome to their 
clients, had concluded that the most satis- 
factory method of checking undesirable 
importation would be by means of tariffs 
tmposed hy the Government. While there 
were some exceptions, there was no need 
why all shop fittings should be imported. 
There was no necessity for the importation 
of cut stone, except in small quantities, and 
in very few cases. The association was in 
favour of using local-made articles when they 
were as serviceable as the imported ones. The 
association did not wish to be représented at 
the conference. 

The Chairman said that he would remind 
shopkeepers and manufacturers that their 
businesses were built up by purchases by the 
people, and if the people lessened in number 
by reason of lack of employment their busi- 
ness will not progress. In Cork they had in- 
stances of some firms importing shop fronts, 
and other business people following suit, and 
so monéy was lost to Cork. If the traders 
would consult their own best interests they 
would be satisfied with the home manufac- 
tured articles. If they persisted in importing 
foreign goods the public would awaken to the 
importance of the position, and by definite 
action change the present outlook. 


SLATES FOR GLASGOW. 


Mr. J. B. O'Driscoll, managing director, 
Irish State Quarries, pointed out that his com- 
pany had orders for slates from Glasgow and 
many English cities. Glasgow Corporation in 
the past five years had used seven thousand 
tons of slate, while the Dublin Corporation, 
while under the City Commissioners, did not 
use one, preferring asbestos, which the Scotch- 
men described as paper. They would have 
trouble with the architects so long as the 
word “Roval” appeared in the official title 
of the Institute. So long as his firm had 
orders from England, and were sble to give 
steady employment to one hundred and sixty 
men, as at present, they did not mind if the 
Cork Corporation never used a slate. Still 
thev were anxious to help, and were prepared 
to supply slates at the same price per yard 
as imported asbestos. 

Mr. RF. S. Anthony, T.D., said that he was 
not surprised by the contents of the letter 
from the Architects’ Association. Running 
through that letter was a real and genuine bias 
against everything Irish, The contents of 
their letter were the negation of everything 
suggested by the Irish Industrial Develop- 
ment Association—the negation of the prin- 
ciples laid down .by all parties in the State. 
It was about time, said Mr. Anthony, that 
the architects should be put in the prone 
perspective of national affairs. The absence 
of the architects’ and builders’ representatives 
was an insult to the Cork Industriel Develop- 
ment Association and national ideas. 

Mr. McCarthy said that the architects were 
mainly responsible for inter-trade differences. 


WOOD-WORKING. 


Mr. D. Magill, of the Wood-Workers’ 
Federation, said that the .wood-working 
industry was paras sed, and if it were allowed 
to continue al! wood mouldings would be 
imported. ‘The quality of imported wood was 
a disgrace, but importers did not seem to 
care. Something should. be done by Cork 
shopkeepers and traders to see that the Cork 
saw mills are set going again, and increase 
employment and general comfort. The Irish 
worker only asked for a chance to show that 
he “could turn out work as well as the 
foreigner. 

Mr. Hallinan then made the statement set 
out above, adding that they were prepared to 
hold their hand to see if those who now 
imported would réalise their responsibilities, 
but they would not hold out for long. 

The meeting concluded, having agreed to 
the suggestion of a further conference, 
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Reservoir Scheme.

Threat to old Fort.

DUNDALK, Monday. 

PPOSITION. by the Louth Archezolo- 
() gical Society to the proposal of the 

County Louth Board of Health to erect 
a reservoir on an old fort at Lisnaran, near 
Annagassan, was conveyed to the Board at a 
meeting to-day. The Health Board, in their 
scheme for a water supply for Annagassan, 
had selected Lisnaran as the most suitable 
spot for a resérvoir. The resolution from 
the Louth Archsological Society stated that 
the members hesitated to believe that the 
Board of Health would deliberately damage 
this earthwork, which figured constantly im 
old records. 

A letter also was read from the Office of 
Public Works, stating—‘‘ According to our 
information the fort, or earthwork, at Anna- 
gassan is of considerable interest from both 
an historical and an archeological point of 
view, and under the terms of the National 
Monuments Act of 1930 it is within our pro- 
vihee to issiie a Preservation Order, under 
which your Board would be precluded from 
interfering with the earthwork.”’ 

The Board decided to send all the facts to 
the Board of Works, and to give the reasons 
asked for. 

At the same meeting the Board approved 
of a water scheme for Blackrock, a County 
Louth health resort, the @stimated cost of 
which was £4,450. In both cases application 
is being made for a share of the unemploy- 
ment grant. :

Solvuntur tabula. The Indian Round 
Table Conference was in labour for two 
months; let us consider what it has pro- 
duced. Its main work has been the shel- 
ving of the Simon Commission’s Report— 
which proposed a gradual development of 
Indian gcvernment—and the acceptance of 
“ responsibility, with safeguards, for a 
Federated All-India.” To this principle 
the British Government and the Conserva- 
tive and Liberal Parties have given a condi- 
tional assent. The Conference has clothed 
the principle in a plan which is merely a 


of British and Indian statesmanship. This 
plan would create in India provincial 
Legislatures, embracing the existing 
States, and a Central Legislature, with two 
elected Heuses. A Cabinet Council, whose 
Prime Minister would be nominated by the 
Governor-General, would be the Executive 
and would initiate legislation. During the 
growing stages of the new Dominion im- 
portant powers would be reserved to the 
Governor-General. Matters of defence (in- 
cluding the control of the Army) and 
external relations would be wholly in his 
hands. If the Indian Government should 
fail to keep law and order, that function 
would pass automatically to the Viceroy ; 
and, in like circumstances, he would be 
invested with further powers to safeguard 
the rights of minorities and of civil 
servants and to maintain the financial 
credit of India. 

Let us consider now what the Conference 
has not produced. It has secured no 
guarantee that India will accept its offer. 
The forces which are working too success- 
fully for chaos in India were not repre- 
sented at the Conference by a single 
delegate, and the Congress Party will 
reject the proposed safeguards with con- 
tempt. The Conference recognised “' the 
great. importance attached by Indian 
thought to the reduction of the number of 
British troops in India to the lowest pos- 
sible figure.” It is clear from the discus- 
sions of the last two months that this 
suggestion is utterly impracticable, and 
that any reduction of the British Army 
in India would be an international crime. 
In the next place, the Conference has 
failed to settle the secular quarrel between 
Hindu and Moslem. The provisional plan 
is based on the British principle of govern- 
ment by a majority. This plan is con- 
demned already, because in India such a 
majority would be a permanent majority. 
The plan would put 200,000,000 Hindus in 
complete control of Indian affairs; and 
70,000,000 Moslems, who now enjoy legal 
liberties and equal’ rights under British 
rule, refuse to agree that ‘‘ minorities must 
suffer.’’ At any moment of the Conference 
when the Moslem delegates seemed to be 
weakening in this matter they were re 
called to a sense of duty by the urgent 
protests of their co-religionists in India. 
Thus the crucial problem of Indian self- 
government remains unsolved. 

One thing, and one thing only, the 
Conference has achieved. It has pledged 
all British parties to the opinion that the 
fullest measure of self-government is a 
natural and legitimate goal of Indian 
hopes. Posterity will decide whether this 
admission was wise or foolish; but the 
vital fact to-day is that, however the 
Socialist. Government may feel itse’f to be 
compromised, the pledge of the Conserva- 
tives and Liberals goes no further. The 
Marquess of Reading, the Liberal spokes- 
man, insisted that Great Britain’s con- 
sent was based on two assumptions: a 
Federal Constitution must be established, 
and the Hindu-Moslem question must be 
settled. The Conservative spokesmen have 
refused to commit themselves to the prin- 
ciple of federal government until they are 
satisfied concerning safeguards. In other 
words, the onus is transferred to India. 
British statesmanship has been abundant 
in sympathy and good-will; it has reached 
the point where any further concession 
would be a breach of its most sacred 
responsibilities. The Indian delegates 
will go home and will take counsel with 
their supporters. If they can produce a 
workable scheme which falls within the 
terms of the agreed principle; if Hindu, 
Moslem and 'Sikh will agree to some solu- 
tion of the electoral problem; if the 
Congress Party can be brought into line 
with the constitutionalists, and if all 
India will accept Lord Reading’s safe- 
guards, which are the British minmum— 
if, and when, these “ifs” are satisfied, 
Britain will not withhold her imprimatur. 
India must prove now, not merely that 
she can formulate self-government, but 
that she is fit. for it; and the first prool 
ought to be a prompt suppression of the 
existing disorders. 
agreed upon her scheme the Imperial 
Parliament will be the final judge of its 
merits. In that day, as we hope and may 
believe, a Conservative Government will 
be the custodian of Britain’s honour and

Tit to harden somewhat, which tendency, 
| although it must have some reactions upon 


the production costs, is not altogether 
to be deplored ; for many buyers have hesi- 
tated long to purchase in a dropping 
market. Already the price of flax has 
passed its nadir, and now those who have 
waited too long for the bottom probably 
will rush in to avoid the top, after the in- 
variable custom of all men of business. We 
trust, however, that any ‘‘ boom ”’ that 
may arise will be confined to the industrial 
side of the linen trade, and that no soaring 
quotations of flax will mortgage the future 
of legitimate business. Linen’s competitors 
in the forms of artificial silk and cotton 
still exist—indeed, quotations of middlings 
are preposterously low—and it would be a 
criminal folly if any speculative greed 
should rob the Ulster linen industry of 
_& genuine chance to emerge from its 
lengthy. sojourn in the doldrums. To-day 
one estimate calculates that little more 
than a third of the Ulster looms are 
active. Pessimists may allege that the 
orders for cushion covers and handker- 
chiefs are mere flashes in the pan, and it 
must be admitted tht such handsome 
calls for Ulster linen are not likely to 
occur with abundant frequency. Neverthe- 
less, a certain real hopefulness can be 
justified. There will always be a demand 
for linen, and the long neglect is certain 
to end in a comparative buoyancy. At 
any rate, we expect 1931 to leave 
pleasanter memories behind it in Northern 
Ireland than were left by 1930. 


Communism in China. 


Peace still avoids China. Some months 
have passed since the intervention of 
Chang Hseuh-liang, the Governor of 
Manchuria, put a nominal end to hostili- 
ties between the Nanking Government and 
the-.two rebel generals. Chang’s pro- 
gramme has been large of late. As we 
may conclude from a report by the 
Mukden Correspondent of The Times, ha 
has acquired complete ascendancy over 
the Nationalist Government and its party, 
the Kuomintang, and has lent strength to 
their dubious policies. He has secured 
important changes in their programme, 
thus depriving malcontent war lords of 
many excuses for further revolt. How far 
the Nanking Government will be able to 
exert control, now that Chang has 
returned to Mukden, remains to be seen. 
Its authority still is flouted by the Com- 
munist forces in South Kiangsi. Official 
reports do not deny that fierce warfare 
is raging there, but they maintain that 
the infested areas are surrounded by 
Government forces and soon will be paci- 
fied. The Chinese Press is less optimistic. 
Its fragmentary information reveals that 
many Government units have been in- 
fected by Red propaganda to such an 
extent that whole divisions and brigades 
either have surrendered without resistance 
or have gone over to the rebels. If rumour 
is true, thousands of influential people in 
the affected areas have suffered death, 
and the destruction of title-deeds and 
boundary marks is so extensive that 
surviving owners never will be able to lay 
claim to their property. The rebels, 
formerly Communists only in name, now 
openly acknowledge the gospel of Soviet 
Russia as their doctrine. So far as 
numbers go, China must now be second 
only to Russia as a stronghold of 
Communism. 


Drifting Bottles. 

The romance of our youth told how 
castaways on some desert island would 
enclose an account of their plight in a 
bottle, which they duly corked and com- 
mitted to the waves. Borne over leagues 
of barren sea, the bottle sooner or later 
reached some more populous shore, and 
the message enabled relief to be brought 
to its now hopeless senders. To-day 
science treats the bottle in a similar 
fashion, if for comparatively prosaic 
ends. On both sides of the narrow seas, | 
from the Devonshire coast to the Baltic, 
says the Scientific Correspondent of The 
Times, people have found, and still can 
find, sealed bottles washed up by the 
tide. The finder who uncorks such a 
bottle, anticipating, perhaps, the plaint 
of a distressed. mariner, is disappointed. 
He gains nothing save a postcard on 
which he is requested to enter the exact 
locality and date of his find for despatch 
to the Marine Biological Association at 
Plymouth. For many years this body 
has conducted experiments upon the 
movement of the tides. The knowledge 
that its bottles acquire is useful. To 
know precisely how the water drifts 
is to predict with a certain degree 
of accuracy where, and in what 
quantities, particular fishes can be ex- 
pected ; for the movements of great shoals 
of herring and mackerel and many other 
fishes are determined largely by the drift- 
ing of the plankton, the minute floating 
creatures which are the ultimate food- 
supply of marine animals. What 
hardened toper now, who is also a 
gastronomist, wil deny that empty 
bottles have their uses?

SOVIET FLEET’S 
TROPHY. 


LOST BRITISH SUBMARINE 
RAISED. 


From RevrTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
RIGA, Monday. 

Voroshilov, People’s Commissar for 
War, speaking at a Congress of Com- 
munist workers in Moscow yesterday, said 
that the time was approaching for the 
Red Army and Red Navy to meet the 
foreign forces preparing to invade Soviet 
territory. 

The Congress, replying, decided to send 
greetings to the Revolutionary War 
Council, saying that at the first call Com- 
munist workers would exchange the lathe 
and the lorry for the rifle and the tank. 

Muklevich, a naval officer, who ap- 
peared at the Congress with a detachment 
of marines, said that the fighting strength 
of the Soviet Fleet had now been advanced 
by the addition of an English submarine 
sunk during the Great War.

The Princes, accompanied by the civic 
authorities, proceeded to a hotel, where 
they had tea. 

RECEPTION IN VIGO. 

Shortly after six o'clock the Royal 
‘tourists láft by car for Vigo, accompanied 
by the Captain-General of the Province of 
Galitia. They arrived in Vigo shortly 
after eight o'clock and went at once to 
the Town Hall, where they were received 
by the authorities, who greeted them 
heartily.

That gift 
afterwards was of enormous help to him in 
the difficult. task he took in hand within 
the last few years of impressing on the 
Irish people the merits of the Central 
Savings Movement. 

HIS CAREER. 

Born at Ballygraigue; Nenagh, County 
Tipperary, on October 25th, 1858, Mr. 
T. P. Gill. was the son of Robert Gill, a 
civil engineer, and was nephew of Peter E. 
Gill, who contested the County Tipperary 
as a Constitutional Nationalist in 1868. 
Educated at Trinity College, Dublin, Mr. 
Gill early became a writer for the Press 
both in this country and in the United 
States. He was editor of the. Catholic 
World, a magazine published in New 
York, and he atted as associate editor 
of the North American Review. from 1835 
to 1885. In the fatter year he came 
forward as a candidate for Parliament 
and was. elected for South Louth as a 
member of the Parnellite Party. He was 
re-elected unopposed in the following year, 
and sat for six years at Westminster. 

When the Parnellite Party was split 
by dissension; consequent on the O’Shea 
divorce decree, Mr. Gill, in the election 
of 1892, retired from Parliament, and, 
though he remained a Nationalist, he 
nevér ‘again actively identified himself 
with Irish politics.

He was: corresponding 
member of the French Academy of Agri- 
cultufe, and a member of the Council of 
the International Lique pour l’ Education 
Familiale.

MANY MEN IN PERIL,

**A TERRIBLE SMASH.” 

\ Am eye-witness of the accident stated 
that he was about to enter te canteen 
when he noticed fhe aeroplane apptoach- 
ing, .A fairly strong wind was blowing 
up and down the camp, but it looked as 
if a good landing would be made. The 
machine came down gradually, then it 
seemed to_side-slip. 

“It was a terrible 
moment I expeéted the great petrol tanks 
to burst’ into flames and demiolish the 
whole building. Luckily there was no 
fire. The ‘plane must have stalled pretty 
badly, and I could hear the engines roar- 
ing. As far as I could see, the pilot made 
great efforts to avoid headquarters. Both 
pilots were still in the cockpit when we 
got to the 'plane,. and the wreckage had 
fallen on top of them.

" In the two final tables the “' its 
and Credit Accounts ” and the “ Advances 
and Bills Discounted ' are shown for the 
past three annual periods. A fourth 
column shows the net increase or decrease 
for each bank. ' 

The totals of the final columns show the 
net result for all the banks, and it will be 
seen that there is a fall of £1,544,999 in 
the Deposits and Credit Accounts. On the 
oo side of the balance sheéts there is 
also a fall—namely, in the Advances. and 
Bills Discounted of 22,304,911. These 
figures cannot be consideréd to be abnormal 
reductions when the prevalent very severe 
trade depression and the agricultural diffi- 
culties resultant from the severe summer 
and autumn are borne in mind. With a 
better harvest and a general improvement 
in the economic and industrial outlook, the 
banks. may be relied upon to foster trade.

It is to be remembered in connection 
with all the figures shown that their use- 
fulness as an index of the conditions pre- 
ae is marred to no little extent by the 
fact that all the figures do not cover the 
same period. Seven of the Irish banks close 
their books as at 3lst December, but of 
the remaining three, two make their annual 
balance at the end of August and the third 
at the end of November. 

Whilst this difference of policy is not so 
material from the point of view of a com- 
parison of the figures themselves, it does

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FEARS FOR SAFETY OF 
IRISH VESSEL.

SHIP'S BOAT WASHED UP 
ON SCOTTISH COAST. 


Some alarm was felt in Irish shipping 
circles _ yesterday as the result of a 
‘Lioyd’s shipping message which stated 
that a ship’s boat bearing the name Clew- 
bay on its bow and the name Belfast on 
its stern had been washed ashore, very 
badly damaged, at Ballantrae, on the 
Ayrshire coast. : 

The Clewbay is a steamer of 645 tons 
gross, owned by Messrs. John Kelly, Ltd., 
of Belfast, and carries a crew of ten, most 
of whom are Irish seamen. The vessel 
wes known to have left Ayr on Friday, 
and, after calling at Glasgow, to have 
pea on her voyage to Limerick, 

ing due to arrive there yesterday. 

As no news of the vessel could be 
obtained from Limerick up till a late hour 
last night, it was feared that she had 
possibly met with some mishap. Their 
fear was somewhat allayed early this morn- 
ing when it became known that the ship's 
boat which had been washed up on the 
Scottish coast had been carried away from 
the deck when the vessel encountered bad 
weather during her voyage from Belfast to 
Ayr last week.

The death took place at Ramsey, Isle of 
Man yon .Sunday oí Brigadier-General 
Frederick William Barton Gray, C.M.G., 
D.S8.0.

They aimed to remove the office of titular 
head of the Free State, which represented 
the British Crown. They recognised 
that some such head was required. 
But the signing of treaties and laws 
could be done by some official like the Chief 
Justice. They sought. to abolish the declara- 
tion known as the oath taken by members 
of the Dail, and there were other similar 
provisions in the Constitution which they 
would abolish.

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A CIVIL SERVANT’S

A gase described as unique, in that the 
applicant, by reason of the coming into opere- 
tion of the Treaty and of subsequent lecis- 
lation, had suffeyed the logs of something 
like £5,000, was inyestigated yesterday by the 
Civil Service Compensation Committee, sit- 
ting at 88 Merrion square, Dublin, Judge 
Davitt in the chatr. 

The case was that of Mr, John W. Rooney, 
Registrar, High Court of dustice, who was 
represented by Mr, Maurice ©. Walker (in- 
structed by Mr. W.. D. Rooney, solicitor). 

Mr. Walker said that his client had entered 
the service in 1899, and up to the time of the 
Government of Ireland Aet, 1920, was a first. 
class clerk. In July, 1920, the Lord Chan- 
cellor (Sir John Ross) assured him that he 
would promote him to the office of Registrar 
in the Chancery Division, Owing to subse- 
quent happenings the Lord Chancellor was 
unable to appolnt him, because his power af 
appointment, by an Order-in-Council, had 
been taken from him: Siu John Ross had 
always. taken a“keen interest in his staff, and 
endeavoured to make promotions as opportu- 
nity offered. 

The point which he (Mr, Walker) wanted 
to make was that Mr. Rooney was appointed 
as Registrar at a salary of £700 to £800. 

Mr. Wal submitted that Mr. Reoney 
had had eg@remely bad luck throughout his 
career, and was very badly treated. Myr. 
Rooney now claimed that he came under the 
1929 Act, and he (Mr, Walker) suggested that 
he should get such compensation as the Board 
thought ae 

Mr, Roamey then handed im a written state- 
ment of his evidence, 

Answering the Chairman, the witness ad- 
mitted that the unfortunate thing for him 
‘was that the patronage passed from Sir John 
Ross. 

The Chairman said that the Board assessed 
compensation only where loss had been caused 
hy the change of Government. When the 
witness said that he had been promised a 
salary on the basis of £700 to £900 a year, 
Judge Davitt inquired: “Was there any 
specific promise to you as an individual?” 

The witness replied that he could not say 
thateshere had been any promise, but it was 
generally understood in the office. 

Claims of a number of other officers of the 
Department of dustice were also heard.
